ALREADY MADE SECOND ATTEMPT 


The Report is That the Japs Have This Time Succeeded 


in Bottling Up the Russian Fleet at 


Port Arthur.

"Tho Russian Vladivostok squadron 
IB reported cruising off the northern 
coast of Korea •with the object ot 
preventing- the possible landing 
in 
that region of Japanese troops.' Ev- 
ery class -of people are determined 
to fight to the bitter end, no matter 
how long and costly tho war may 
prove. In order to aid tho govern- 
ment private and public expenditures 
are being reduced as far as possible. 
Tho Tokio municipality has decided 
to reduce the next budget one-halt 
and other cities are following tho ex- 
ample.

Result of First Attack. 


The only building destroyed in Sun- 


day's attack was an artisan's cottage. 
A shell dropped through tho roof, 
which fell. A wall was knocked down 
and fell, killing a woman, in tho quar- 
ter of tho town known as "Dirty Cor- 
ner." 


Another shell fell on the housa of 


Col. Sltukcoir. without exploding until 
It passed through a bedroom, destroy- 
ed a stove, penetrated (lie wall, and 
passed Into a room whore there was a 
safe, with sentry standing guard over 
It. Then It exploded, covering the 
noldlcr with earth.

The fact that the Russian batteries 


did not reply to the Japanese bom 
bardmcnt was due partially to the 
slight chance of hitting the enemy's 
warships at such a long range and 
partially to a desire not to betray the 
position of tho batteries. 


MAY COVER OPERATIONS. 


Japanese Bombardment Is Supposed 


to Have Been Bit of Strategy. 


St. Petersburg, March 8.—It Is as- 


f,iltried hero 'that tho Japanese bom- 
bardment of Vladivostok was made as 
a'diversion to. draw attention from 
landing operations. 


The Novoo Vreyma connocfs 
tho 


bombardment with the opening of tho 
Japanese parliament, and 
thinks It 


was necessary as a stimulant' for tho 
Japanese chnuvenlsts. 


It is considered hero especially un- 


fortunate that the Japanese did not 
go close enough to Vladivostok to es- 
tablish tho Identity of their ships, 
leaving the question 
whether they 


were a division of the Port Arthur 
fleet In doubt. It Is not believed, how- 
over, that the Japanese would dare 
to divide tho latter, which would In- 
volx-o the risk of a sortie by the Rus- 
sians and their playing havoc with 
the Japanese transport flotilla. 


Tie .'apaneso fleet has not boon 


sighted from Port Arthur for over a 
week, and possibly Is trying to lure 
the Russians outside.

Body of a Man Shot by Mob Swings From a 


Telephone Pole in Ohio. 


BECOMES A TARGET FOR PISTOLS 


Shot at the Swinging Corpse Until Their Ammunition 


Gave Out—Was a Scene of Horror Beyond 
' 


Description.

Springfield, O., March .8.—Richard 


Dlxon, a negro who murdered -Police- 
man Charles Collins, was taken from 
tha jail here by a mob and shut to 
death, after which his 
body* was 


swung up to a telegraph polo and 
nicilo to serve as a target until the 
ammunition of the mob was exhaust- 
ed. 


The lynching of IMxon IH the first 


lynching In thu history of .Clark coun- 
ty, which has a record of eleven mur- 
ders In the last two years, but which 
has never had an execution fur a cap- 
ital crime. 


The negro was not sccurod by the 


mob. until afl;r It had made,, two at- 


mob to "disperse, "bSt he "cbtitd ho 
heard with difficulty. His appeal was 
Ineffectual. 


Mllltla Assembles. 


Upon the request of Mayor Bow- 


lus, Maj. T. J. Klrkpatrlck ot the 
Third O. N. G. had companies D. and 
E. In readiness to aid In defending 
the jail. Before cither company waa 
ready an cntra'nce Into tho jail bad 
been forced. 


The mob then surged through the 


cast door, overpowered 
tho sheriff,

Abandon First 'Attack. 
' 


The first attack was made before 10 


o'clock by a comparatively small mob, 
and after the south door had been 
smashed there seemed to be no leader 
to take thu crowd Into the Interior, so 
the attack was for the tlmu aban- 
doned. 


The mob scattered for a while, and 


It looked as If the worst was over. 


Small groups of 
men, however, 


could be seen in tho shadows of the 
courthouse, two adjacent livery sta- 
ples and several dwelling houses. 


At 10:45 the police were satisfied 


that there was nothing more to fear, 
and they with other officials passed 
freely In and out of tho jail. 


Shortly before 11 o'clock a diver- 


sion was made by a small crowd mov- 
ing from tho east doors around to the 
south entrance. 


Fool the Police. 


Tho police followed and a bluff was 


made at jostling them off the steps 
ending up to the south' entrance. Tho 
crowd at thin point kept growing, 
while 
yells. of 
"hold the police," 


'smash tho doors," "lynch the nigger" 
wero made, Interspersed with revolver 
shots. 


.All this time the party with tho 
icavy railway iron was.beating at tho 
east door, which shortly ylnldod to 
:ho battering ram, as dld.ttlo Inner 
attlcc -Iron doors. 


The electric light wire leading to 


:he sheriff's residence and the jail 
,vns cut, and both places wore In 
Jarkncss. 


Sheriff Floyd Routzahan appeared 


on thn .(all moos and pleaded .with tho 


he^ceits^in^^ 


uU's the south, door .had shared the . • 
fate of tho cast o'ne. 


In an incredibly short time the jail 


was fllled-by a mad mob of 250 men, 
with all the entrances"and-yard gates • 
blocked by fully 1.500 men, thus mak- 
ing It Impossible .for the militia to 
have prevented access .to the negro 
had It been on the scene. 


Seeing that further resistance was 


useless and to avoid tho killing of In- 
nocent persons, the authorities con- 
sented to the demand of tho* mob for 
tho man. 


• Ho was dragged from his cell to. 
' 


tho jail door and thence down 
the 


stono steps to a paved court -In the 
jail yard. Fearing an attempt on tho 
part of tho police to rcsCuo him, the 
leaders formed a hollow square. 


Some ono knocked tho negro to 


the ground and those near him fell 
back four or five feet. Nine shots were 
fired Into his prostrato body, and, sat- 
isfied that he waa dead, a dojcn men 
grabbed tho body, and with a triumph- 
ant cheer tho mob surged Into Colum- 
bia street and marche'd to Fountain 
avenue, one of tho principal thorough- 
fares of the town. 


Hung Corpse to Pol*. 


From here they marched south to 


tho Intersection of Main street, and 
a rnpo was tied around Dlxon's neck. 
Two men climbed tho polo and throw 
tho rope over tho topmost crosstle and 
drew the body about 
eighteen 
feet 


above the street. They then descend' 
cd and their work was greeted with 
a cheer. 


Tho fusillade then began, and for 


thirty minutes the body was 
kept 


swaying back and forth from tho force 
of tho rain of bullets 
which was 


poured In on it. Frequently the arms 
would fly up convulsively when a mus- 
cle was struck, and tho moi shouted 
•with delight 
.

When tho Municipal League was 


organized a year ago, tho common 
council of the city of Janesvllle was 
controlled by a few mon*who for years 
had continued to run tho city more for 
their own benefit.and political advan- 
tage than for the benefit of the citizens' 
and tax-payers. Taxes' were increas- 
ing year by year, ward funds were 
practically bankrupt, and city finances 
In a deplorable state. If a tax-payer 
objected to tiro way his money was 
being spent he was given to understand 
that if he kicked too hard, he might 
have his "street paved," which was 
usually an effective way of silencing 
one who seemed too inquisitive. How- 
ever, all roads have an ending. Tbero 
was a universal demand from all over 
the city for better government, and an 
honest, economical, business-like way 
of conducting tho city's affairs.

What was the Result? 


Suits were begun by the League, against 
several members of the old council, to 
recover money illegally obtained from 
the city. Bow the defendants in those 
suits, and their backers and advisers, 
offered to pay all the expenses of the 
League's investigations, and pay one 
thousand dollars into the city treasury, 
and retire from politics, if the suits 
were dropped, is now a matter of his- 
tory. The League accepted the offer 
on those conditions, dismissed the 
suits, the money was paid, and, so far 
as we are aware, the parties interested 
have kept their word and retired from 
politics. 


The New Council 


The League in the meantime had 


turned its attention to getting good 
men nominated for the Spring election, 
—men who were pledged to an honest 
and business-Ilkn administration, and 
it succeeded in electing ajnayor, clerk, 
alderman in First, Third, Fourth and 
Fifth wards. 


The new council has so well kept its 


pledges that in the short space of ten 
months, there has been a complete rev- 
olution in the city's affairs. The city, 
instead of running on borrowed money, 
with an empty treasury, is now on an 
excellent financial basis. The practice 
of borrowing money to run the city, 
at six per cent and paying it when the 
taxes come in, so that, except for a few

The Cemetery road in tho First 
ward, and McKey Boulevard in the 
Third ward, have been very much im- 
proved. Tho Council has adhered to 
the policy of not doing further macad- 
amizing until sewers are laid upon tho 
streets to be macadamized.

Mutton tallow ans- 
wered for chapped bands and bear's 
grease or gooso oil did well enough 
for pomade. 
Petroleum might have 


been counted a superfluity, but In- 
stead It sprang into Immediate favor. 
and now Its list of popular by-products 
grows longer every year. Tho total 
production of crude -petroleum from 
1859 to tho end of 1902 lias been no 
less than 1,165.280,727 barrels. That 
means that If £',£ feet were allowed 
for. tho height of a barrel, and if 
these barrels fllllcd with all 
the 


domestic oil that has been produced 
•were laid so that their heads touched 
they would encircle the earth 2% 
times. 


Of this total production, Pennsyl- 


vania and New York produced B3.» 
per cent. Ohio 21.3 per cent.. 
Virginia 11.3 per cent.. Indiana 3.9 
per cent.. California 3.G per cent., 
Texas 2.1 per cent, leaving .9 per 


cent, to bo supplied by the States o 
Kansas, Colorado, Louisiana, Illinois
